Later, Guzik was released on

admission, pleaded his case for 
the gambling fraternity in good 
style, but it didn’t seem to set 
well with the Senate committee 
members who listened to his ar- 
gument on why gambling should 
be legalized.

CHICAGO, March 23 (AP)— 
More than 100,000 CIO Packing- 
house Workers today awaited a 
strike call against the nation’s 
meat packers. AFL meat han- 
dlers, however, planned no walk- 
out on Monday, the deadline: in 
the threatened strike by the two 
big meat packing unions. 

The CIO union's strike strategy 
committee met today to set a 
strike date and complete strike 
details. ' 

A walkout by the CIO workers 
could cut sharply the nation’s 
meat supply, much as did a sim- 
ilar walkout three years ago by 
the CIO union. The last work 
stoppage, resulting from a wage 
dispute, lasted from March 16 to 
May 22, 1948. 

The AFL Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters and Butcher Workers said 
its 100,000 members would not 

on Monday when the pres- 
eht wage agreement with packers 
expires. However, a spokesman 
said the international executive 
board and local union heads re- 
affirmed the right to strike. He 
said the date is to be decided by 
Earl W. Jimerson, president, and 
Patrick Gorman, executive secre- 


tary. 
AFL President William Green 


yesterday urged the AFL union 
to delay a strike. He also sent a 
similar telegram to the CIO 
Punion. 

Both unions had _ threatened 
walkouts on Monday in protest 
against Government refusal to 
approve an 1l-cent-hourly wage 
increase. The wage increase had 
been agreed upon by the unions 
and the major packers. 

Eric Johnston, economic stabi-

The Communism was not an in- 
sidious addition from Moscow. In 
the pre-1940 years most anti- 
French Annamese had turned to 
Moscow because the United States 
was not in the liberating business 
at that time and because Chiang’s 
Kuomintang, though technically a 
revolutionary party, was willing 
to support little more than a 
sister-Kuomintang of Annam on 
paper. 

Only the Communists were .

Does anybody in the Missouri House of Rep- 
resentatives speak for the public on small loans 
legislation? 

Does any member believe that the Missouri 
Legislature should write a small loans bill, in- 
stead of blindly adopting one written by the 
lenders it would regulate? 

The’ bill now before the House shot through 
the Senate as if om greased skids. It shot 
through the House Committee on Banking in 
the same way. In neither branch of the Legis- 
lature have there been any hearings worthy of 
the name. 

Nobody has asked whether the interest rates 
proposed in the bill written by the lenders are 
reasonable. Nobody has inquired into the costs 
of doing a small loans business, and the likeli- 
hood of excessive profiteering under this bill. 

No lender sponsoring the bill has been called 
to justify the interest rates it would legalize. No 
expert testimony has been taken to give the 
Legislature an objective appraisal. 

As we have stated before, Missouri needs a 
small loans law. The pending bill authorizes 
interest rates which would yield the lender $15 
per $100 per year. While there is ground for 
believing such a rate reasonable for the smaller 
loans, there is every ground for believing it 
excessive in the higher brackets. Moreover, this 
bill would enormously increase the legal interest 
rate on consumer credit loans to finance auto- 
mobile purchases and similar transactions, 

In our opinion the bill needs drastic revision 
in order to set rates which bear a fair relation 
to the cost of making small loans. Yet the Leg- 
islature is not even asking itself any questions. 
It is blindly taking on faith a bill writteg by the 

lenders themselves. 

Is there nobody to speak for the public? Does 
no member believe that the Legislature should 
write its own bill? 


Road Sign for the City 

The St. Louis traffic problem is almost a mat- 
ter of plane geometry, but the three express- 
ways described by Col. Malcolm Elliott would 
add more to the city than radial design. They 
would add space to free the movement of 
people. 

Traffic requires space, whether for parking or 
for movement. The city and county have four 
times as many automobiles as there were 30 
years ago—300,000 in all. Road room is severely 
restricted. The postwar growth of traffic has 
congested our streets, stagnated the growth of 
some areas, encouraged decentralization else- 
where, and added to the cost of travel and busi- 
ness alike. , 

In a modern city, lack of space for traffic 
paralyzes progress as much as lack of space for 
housing or offices. Traffic congestion is not an 
individual inconvenience; it is a civic blight. 

Last year, Mayor Darst named Col. Elliott to 
survey future highway needs. The former Army 
engineer now discloses that the Urban Express- 
way Report Project will recommend three multi- 
lane highways costing. about $39,000,000 each. 
They would extend from downtown St. Louis to 
Route 66 on the southwest, Route 40 on the west 
and projected state highways to the northwest. 

Of course these truly modern roads are only 
plans, not yet fully blueprinted. But traffic re- 
quires engineering study ahead of pavements. 
The Urban Expressway Report Project, like all 
good city planning, should be a road sign direct- 
ing the energies of the city—and the city that 
does not know where it is going goes nowhere.

President Truman’s announcement that the 
nation has doubled its armed forces since Korea 
means that this country now has under arms 
roughly the same proportion of its population 
as Soviet Russia. ‘ 

Britain's War Ministry this week estimated 
the size of Russia’s armed forces at 4,000,000 
men, a figure previously arrived at by two 
United States Senate committees. This total 
includes the Army, Navy, Air Force and secret 
police, and represents 2 per cent of Russia's 
population of 200,000,000. 

Mr. Truman says our Army, Navy and Air 
Force (no secret police) now total 2,900,000 
men, or 1.9 per cent of our population of 151,- 
000,000. When the currently projected buildup 
is complete, the total will be 3,500,000 men or 
2.3 per cent of the population. Excluding secret 
police from the comparison—as they should be 
excluded—it appears probable that we have 
already reached parity with Russia in armed 
forces proportionate to population, and will 
soon exceed parity unless the Russians initiate 
a new buildup of their own. 

Proportionate parity, of course, is a measure 
of military effort but not of relative security. 
As British War Minister John Strachey said in

Terrorism by anti-Western religious fanatics 
of the far right provides an ominous backdrop 
for the dispute between Britain and Iran over 
the control of Iran’s oil. :

demands for nationalization spring. 


Iran is moving internally from the Middle 
Ages into the modern world, and meanwhile it 
is subject to pressures from Russia and the West, 
from the rich land-owners who dominate and 
corrupt the parliament, from Communists on the 
left and Moslem fanatics on the right, and most 
of all from its poverty-stricken people, who only 
want a chance to live decent lives. 


With Iran under the shadow of the Kremlin, 
this is in truth what diplomats like to call a deli- 
cate situation. And more important than who 
gets the profits from Iran’s oil is keeping the oil 
flowing West. The free world will hope White- 
hall remembers that too stubborn opposition to 
nationalization might help the Kremlin get con- 
trol of oil resources the Soviets badly need. 

The free world will also hope that nationaliza- 
tion, if it finally occurs, will turn out to be for

We have become so accustomed to see- 
ing Southern Bell Telephone Co. win its 
fight for higher Kentucky rates that the 
latest decision of the Public Service Com- 
mission, cutting in half Southern Bell’s 
rate request, comes as a pleasant surprise. 


Southern Bell had asked for rate in- 
creases of $2,732,538 a year, including 
higher long-distance rates within Ken- 
tucky, and had argued that it should 
be allowed to make a return of 7.25 per 
cent on its net average investment. The 
Public Service Commission has granted 
increases of only 
$1,555,000, reduced 
intrastate long -dis- 
tance rates to last 
July’s level and has 
held that the com- 
pany is entitled to a 
return of only 5.5 
per cent. 

If this decision is 
upheld in the courts 
(a temporary order 
preventing the rate 
reduction has al- 
ready been obtained 
by Southern Bell 
from Franklin circuit 
court) it will con- 
stitute a considerable victory for the peo- 
ple of Kentucky. 


It will be especially gratifying to the 
telephone customers of Louisville, for of 
the state’s 303,000 telephones, 150,000 are 
located in Louisville, and Louisville cus- 
tomers pay a major share of both local 
and long-distance telephone revenues, 
Much of this victory is due to the close 
co-operation of Louisville’s legal depart- 
— and James Honaker, utility rate con- 
sultant. 


It is not our intention to attempt to 


judge the legal aspects of a case before 
the courts, but we must support the Public 


Southern Bell, would be questionable prof- 
it for any non-competitive industry, and it 
would be even more so in the case of 
Southern Bell, whose net rate of return is 
deceptive. 

For all Southern Bell payments to its 
parent organization, American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., are included in its rate 
base as operating costs. Thus, Southern 
Bell's actual profit is far greater than its 
net return indicates. 

R. R. Stubbs, Southern Bell assistant 
vice president, admitted before the PSC 
that a return of 7.25 per cent from all 
Bell subsidiaries would allow A.T.&T. a 
yield of $16.38 on each share of $100 par 
stock. In other words, a return of 7.25 
per cent from Southern Bell means a re- 
turn of 16.38 for A.T.&T. 

For this reason we cannot take too seri- 
ously the complaint of C. Hunter Green, 
Kentucky manager for Southern Bell, that 
the new rates allowing a return of 5.5 per 
cent will not adequately support opera- 
tion, and might discourage investors with 
the new capital needed for expansion. 

An Associated Press financial dispatch 
of Feb. 27, indicates how groundless are 
Mr. Green’s worries over his contpany’'s 
attraction for investors: 

“Buying demand for a few favorites 
propped a pe mera wobbly market today. 
American Telephone, benefited by an- 
nouncement of record 1950 earnings, had 
a fairly steady rise and closed 1% points 
higher at 157%, an unusual advance for 
this ‘blue chip’ issue. The report showing 
Bell System earnings applicable to A.T.& 
T. stock at $12.58 a share against $9.70 
in 1949 attracted especial note .. .” 

We think it should attract especial note 
in Kentucky, too. Our intrastate long- 
distance rates are unreasonably high. And 
as the stock market reports show, our tele- 
phone rates are supporting A.T.&T. prof- 
its that are, to say the least, unusual.

Railroad fares are up three 
times, electricity and books are 
out of range for a working man, 
although occasionally he is forced 
by his plant manager to buy one 
with a “message” along Marxist 
lines. 

The worker is told daily that he 
is working for the state. The 
worker who does not produce the 
maximum is branded a public 
enemy. 

It is backfiring, because human 
nature does not react to this sort 
of prodding. Recently the Gov- 
ernment was forced to warn fac- 
tory workers that their wages 
would be cut, in ratio, if they did 
not produce only at breakneck 
speed, but of a quality that would 
pass rigid inspection. 


The reason was because the 
quality of Hungarian goods had 
fallen so low under the whip that 
foreign countries (including Rus- 
sia!) refused to accept shipments 
of “inferior workmanship. 


So they are working for the 
state, and working hard. At least 
four times a year they are con- 
fronted by “special” extra quotas 
to fulfill, to help celebrate Stal- 
in’s birthday or the anniversary 
of the liberation of Budapest by 
the Red Army. They labor gratis, 
for the glory of the new norm. 


Every worker, starting three or 
four weeks before May Day, must 
go to his plant one hour earlier 
each day to learn new parade 
songs.

All the singers wondered how 
the state was going to measure 
the results. The plan was dropped 
after the functionary’s plan to 
give the prize to the loudest sing- 
er was turned down by a higher 
minister. ical 


T also is widely known that the 

five year plan has been a fail- 

ure in most of its major under- 
takings. 

The blame was put on the peas- 
ants and “saboteurs” in industry. 
Actually the real blame is on the 
Communists. Their constant agi- 
tation for “goals” and their day- 
by-day pressure on everyone to be 
a Communist first and a Hungar- 
ian second is taking its toll, 

People are simply fed up with 
forced subscriptions to party 
newspapers, with having to attend 
mass rallies when they want to be 


at home with their children and 
with the cry that they must save 
Hungary from the West by pro- 
ducing guns for peace. 

During lunch hours they have 
“group discussions” and “people's 
educators” badger them as they 
leave the plants. Latecomers are 
publicly put on the mat, like un- 
ruly schoolboys. 

They are tired of hearing Mat- 
yas Rakosi, the Communist boss, 
shout that discipline is not firm 
enough and they must search out 
and report “imperialist agents” 
in their midst. This sounds some- 
how childish to a hard-working 
riveter who wants nothing more 
than to make a decent living— 
enough to feed his family and 
have a little free time on week- 
ends. 

It is irritating to open a pay 
envelope and find that money has 
been arbitrarily deducted for five 
tickets to “The Fall of Berlin,” 
the Russian propaganda film, or 
for a new parade uniform of 
black pants and white shirt. 


There is no doubt but that the 
already breakneck tempo of in- 
dustrialization is still being in- 
creased at the expense of the liv- 
ing standard of the people. 

And to rub it in, the worker 
looks up from his lathe or his 
tooling-bench to see an official 
party “pep talk” staring him in 
the face: 

“We will be worthy of the 
friendship and faith of the Soviet 
Union and Comrade Stalin only 
if we permanently will increase 
the productivity of our labor.”

Marguerite Higgins: Own War Story 


Correspondent in Magazine Tells of Battle With Brass in Korea, Rush of Fear in i 


By Peter Wyden 


Was a personal crusade. 


“I felt my position as a core 
respondent was at stake in no un- 
certain manner. I represented 
one of the world’s most noted 
newspapers as their reporter in 
that area. I could not let the 
fact that I was a woman jeopard- 
ize my newspaper's coverage of 
the war. Failure to reach the 
front would undermine all my 
arguments ,that I was entitled to 
the same assignment breaks as 
any man.” 

Her battle with brass began 
after Miss Higgins marched along 
with the American rearguard on 
the first grim retreat from Seoul. 
Reaching Suwon, she had to de- 
liver two messages to Ambassa- 
dor John J. Muccio and Maj. 
Gen. John H. Church. One was 
that Seoul had fallen. The other 
was an urgent request for a gen- 
eral bombing north of the Han 
river. ‘* 

Miss Higgins delivered the 
messages. A few minutes later 
Ambassador Muccio called her in 
with four other correspondents 
and told them to go away. He 
said they were a nuisance. 


The next day her luck changed 
briefly. Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
arrived for his first flying visit 
to the front and offered Miss 
Higgins a lift back to Tokyo. On 
the plane, the general invited her 
forward to his cabin and said: 
“The moment I reach Tokyo I 
shall send President Truman my 
recommendation for the imme- 
diate dispatch of American divi- 
sions to Korea. But I have no 
idea whether he will accept my 
recommendation.” 

Miss Higgins thinks the Gen- 
eral is “a man of graciousness 
and great lucidity” in personal 
conversation. She feels he lacks 
the monarchial traits that have 
been attributed to him but thinks 
the General should be less aloof 
from the press in Tokyo so that 
the knowledge he possesses could 
be more accessible to Americans 
back home. 

Returning to Suwon, Miss Hig- 
gins had to hitch a ride in an 
ammunition plane due to land on 
a strip that had been strafed for 
days by Yak fighters. The pilot 
told the crew to don parachutes, 
but then he looked at the shells 
they were carrying and added that 
the ’chutes wouldn’t do them any 
good if they were hit. 

“I felt the rush of fear that 
was to become so familiar in the 
next few weeks,” the attractive 30- 
year-old reporter admits. “It 
seemed to turn into a trapped 
ball of breath that was pressing 
against my heart.”

UMPING to a precarious stop 
Bon the field, Miss Higgins’s 

plane was met by a colonel 
who said: “You'll have to go back, 
young lady. You can’t stay here. 
There may be trouble. 

“IT wouldn't be here if there 
were no trouble,” Miss Higgins 
told him. “Trouble is news and 
gathering news is my job.” 


She escaped from the colonel 
by jumping on a passing jeep be- 
fore he could say anthing more 
and headed back to Suwon head- 
quarters where “colonels and ma- 
jors were bustling about, hold- 
ing tight to information they 
imagined was secret and treat- 
ing American journalists more 
like suspected Communist agents 
than fellow Americans.” 


Suddenly the doors of a con- 
ference room opened and re- 
porters heard a voice order offi- 
cers in the room: “Head for the 
airfield!” 

The reporters asked what had 
happened. “You're not allowed 
here,” they were told. Finally a 
colonel flung his arms “in an 
operatic gesture” and pushed by 
as he said: “We’re surrounded, 
we're surrounded!” 


Continuing Her narrative, con- 
densed from the book “War in 
Korea,” to be published by Dou- 
bleday & Co., Inc., Miss Higgins 
relates: 

“The panic of the next few 
minutes jumbled events and emo- 
tions . . . someone shouted, “The 
Reds are down the road.’ Some- 
one else bellowed, ‘No, they're 
at the airfield.’ Then ... came 
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MARGUERITE HIGGINS, WAR CORRESPONDENT OF THE NEW YORK HERALD 7RIBUNE—ST. LOUIS POST- 
DISPATCH, FOUND FEAR LIKE “A TRAPPED BALL OF BREATH THAT WAS PRESSING AGAINST MY HEART.” 


... the news, “We're going to de- 
fend the airstrip. Better be ready.” 


“I watched ...the others grim- 
ly arming themselves with car- 
bines . .. There wefe about 60 
men and myself ... All I had 
with me was my typewriter and a 
toothbrush. At the field... 
mines were laid, machine guns 
entrenched ... It began to look to 
me like a fair start toward an 
American Corregidor. 

“Suddenly plans changed. 
Rumors started spreading that 
the brass had decided to take the 
escape road directly south to 
Taejon. ‘So we are not sur- 
rounded after all,’ I said ... ‘This 
is a fine way to find out.’” 

Later it turned out that the 
panic had been for nothing. No 
enemy troops were near Suwon 
when’ Miss Higgins and the men 
fled. The town did not fall for 
three more days. 

The day the first Americans 
went into action and died near 
Pyontaek, Miss Higgins was at 
hand. 

“From our foxholes we saw the 
first of these deaths,” she writes. 
“The first American death in 
Korea. Through my field glasses 
I could see a blond American 
head poke up out of the grass— 
the young soldier was trying to 
adjust his aim. 

“Flashes from an_enemy tank 
flicked the ground horribly close 
and I thought I saw him fall. It 
was so murky I wasn’t sure. But

He 
gave thought to the possibility 
that West had only three clubs, 
and instead of waiting to over- 
ruff dummy on a perhaps never 
coming fourth lead of the suit, 
this East ruffed the third round! 
He realized that his trumps were 
of no great importance and that 
West might welcome a heart lead 
through declarer. Then, if the 
clubs had really been divided 4-4 
between declarer and West, the 
latter, knowing the situation, 
would lead still another club, and 
East could over-ruff dummy on 
that round, , 

In short, nothing could be lost 
by ruffing West's club queen, but 
there was the possibility of gain 
through this procedure.
